Conference of Governors of Regional Districts. 


Governors and Executives of National Association of Sta- 
tioners, Office Outfitters and Manufacturers Hold 
Two-Day Session in Chicago. 


At the La Salle hotel, Chicago, Ill, on January 17 and 
18, the governors of the several regional districts, together 
with other officers and executives of the National Associa 
tion, held an important conference \ll the regional gov 
ernors were present except George | Horne of Greeley, 
Colorado, District No. 10; Joe E. Harvey, Los Angeles, 
California, District No. 14, and E. H. Clarke, Memphis, 
Tennessee, District No. 4, who were unavoidably detained.

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rose at seven o'clock, reached his office or factory at eight, 
took an hour for lunch and stuck to his desk until six. 
He had plenty of time to read. Today most of us spend 
about six hours at our business, devoting our time to the 
essentials; but reading is one of the essentials. No doctor 
or lawyer dares to forego the constant study of his profes- 
sion. The stationery dealer, wholesaler or manufacturer 
needs quite as much the inspiration offered by the journals 
devoted to his calling.” Here Mr. Neary gave an interest- 
ing resume of the plans of Geyer’s Stationer for the future.’ 

In conclusion he said: “I realize that most of the men 
here are fully aware of the good work that the trade papers 
are doing, but many of you are not capitalizing this knowl- 
edge to as great an extent as you can by seeing to it 
that each of your regions is adequately featured in every 
issue of every publication. As one publisher, I pledge my - 
support to each of you and hope that we can work even 
more closely together during the coming year.” 

The next speaker was Past President Ivan Ailen of 
Atlanta, who gave a very forceful presentation of the uses 
of the National Index. He opened his remarks with the 
statement that he was convinced that uniform selling 
prices are not only illegal but they are impossible where 
a store is conducted intelligently. Every store has a dif- 
ferent overhead. In no two stores are costs throughout 
alike. Therefore, if selling prices are intelligently figured 
on the basis of these costs, it follows that they can not 
possibly be uniform. They may approach one another and 
will, but uniformity is neither desirable nor possible. “The 
stationer’s big problem,” said Mr. Allen, “is not buying. 
It is selling. So many lines have become standardized 
that buying is now to a large extent stereotyped. The 
National Index makes it easy to buy and when the National 
Index covers one hundred per cent of the manufacturers 
in this field, it will be of twice as much value as it is at the 
present time. The National Index is not a price list. In 
many of the sheets no mention is made of price by the 
, but it is a catalogue condensed for instant 
reference, and should be used by every stationer. Its sheets 
can be obtained by non-members by writing to the manu- 

y them, but the cost of compiling an index 
in this way and supplying a binder would be as great or 
greater than the cost of joining the National Association, 
paying $30 dues and receiving the National Index as a part 
the service of the National organization. Once the 
dealer has the National Index in his possession as a mem- 
ber of the National Association, it needs no further atten- 
tion so far as keeping it up is concerned, except to change 
new lists for old from time to time and put in additional! 
sheets from new manufacturers as they are received and 
sent out by the main office. There should be two volumes 
of the National Index and there will be, and these volumes 
hould bear the record of all the most important association 
activities, including Who’s Who and other material.

The cost of undertaking this highly important research 
work will be about $7,000. The work is being financed 
by subscription, one thousand unit subscriptions at $7.00 
each being offered to members.

The National Research Committee, of which Fred P 
Seymour, Horder’s, Inc., Chicago, is chairman, hopes that 
the Association will be able to enter its contract with the 
Harvard Bureau of Business Research on or about Feb 
ruary 1, at which time the majority of our dealer members 
will have their 1926 figures completed and fresh in their 
minds 

Upon receipt of replies to the questionnaire which will be 
prepared and mailed by the Bureau to members, the work 
will go through the following steps 

(1) Removal of co-operator’s name and address and as 
signment of a code number—acknowledgment of receipt 
made at same time. 

(2) Checking to detect possible errors 

(3) Inspection to determine whether statement is prop 
erly comparable and whether additional information is 
required. 

(4) Writing for additional information if necessary. 

(5) Detailed study and adjustment of statement by spe 
cially trained statisticians 

(6) Computation of percentages for each item of expense 
and profit 

(7) Tabulation of percentages according to several dif 
ferent groupings, such as volume of business, geographical 
location, rate of stock-turn. 

(8) Study of tabulations for the purpose of determining 
common figures 

(9) Analysis of common figures and all other data prep 
aratory to writing reports 

(10) Return of percentage comparisons to individual co 
operators. 

(11) Publication of reports in book form—copies mailed 
free of charge to all co-operators and contributors. 

The fact is to be emphasized that the Bureau of Business 
Research as a part of Harvard University, accepts full 
responsibility for the accuracy of all results published in 
its bulletins. 

One of the features of its final report will be the selec- 
tion and grouping of those firms which show evidence of 
correct and successful managerial methods and the separate 


tabulation of their statements, thus giving the trade at large 
a set of figures to work to 

The value of this work to the industry cannot be over 
estimated and the prompt way in which members have 
responded to the appeal for funds with which to finance 
it indicates the keen interest that is felt in it

make payments to foreigners, was unusually heavy 

It might perhaps have been expected that the large pay 
ments thus made abroad would result in an outflow of gold 
Such, however, was not the casé We actually imported con 
siderably more gold than left the country; the excess betweer 
$80,000,000 and $100,000,000 

The explanation seems to lie partly in the increased receipts 
of interest and dividends from our previous investments in 


foreign countries, but more largely in heavier investment of 
European capital in the United States The soundness of our 
business conditions has led many Europeans to buy American 
stocks and bonds Moreover, it appears that a considerable 


fraction of the bonds of foreign countries. municipalities and 
corporations sold in the New York market have been subse 
quently purchased by foreigners themselves In addition t 
these balancing factors there have probably been some shifts 
of banking and commercial credits as an offset to the reduc
